What Union Means. 

The South Africa Act under which 
the Union takes for establishes a 
levislative union under the Crown of 
Great Britain ana zreland. Whereas 
North America, Canada, and Austrafia 
are federations, unions of states or 
provinees which retain under a single 
polity a larger or smaller measure 
of guarded sovercignty, South Africa, 
like Great Britain, will be a unitary 
state. 

Three Compromises. 

The constitution is based 
three fundamental compromises By 
sections 17 and 22.of the draft, Pre- 
toria is designated as “the seat of 
the government of the Union,” Cape 
‘Town as “the seat of the Legislature.” 
‘he compromise with regard to tire 
capital was essential to agreement, 
but is unessential to well-being. 
Should the arrangement prove to he 
inconvenient, it could be reversed by 
a majority vote of the Union Par- 
liament. Meanwhile, the clerks of 
the government departments in Pre- 
toria will bring their papers down 
to the seaside during the two or three 
Winter months when the Parliament 
of South Africa holds’ its session’ un- 
the august shadow. of Table 
\lountain, ' 

Composition of Government. 

The South African Parliament is to 
he composed of (1) the King; (2) 
the Senate; and (3) House of Assem- 
Diy, 

The Senate—The Senate will have 
forty. members, eight nominated by 
the Governor-General in Council, and 
cight clected by each province. Four 
‘of these are to be chosen for their 
special Knowledge of native affairs. 
he Senate will be able to reject or 
uinend all bills except money. Dills, 
which it may reject, but not amend. 

In case of disagreement, it is 
arranged that the two Houses should 
sit and vote together at once in the 
case of a money bill, but in other cases 
only after a bill has been passed a 
second time by the Assembly.

The South African Constitution, es- 
tablishing, as“it does, a sovereign na- 
tional, Parliament, has made a clean 
sweep of the old Colonial Legisla- 
tures. In their place it prescribes el- 
ected provincial councils, and in cach 
province a. standing executive com- 
mittee elected by the provincial coun- 
cil, with a chairman appointed by the 
Union government, and called the Ad- 
ministrator of the Province, ‘She pro- 
vincial government are “speciiically 
empowered to levy direct: taxes, to 
horrow money with the consent of the 
Union Government, and to control 
elementary education: fora: period of 
live years, and thereafter. unless. the 
Union Government should) otherwise 
provide. 

Conceived Long Ago. 

A conféderation of South African 
states has been the ambition of Eng- 
lishmen who have taken the broadest 
view of affairs in that continent, for 
many years, and the idea in its. pre- 
sent form was conceived as far back 
as the Boer surrender at? Vereenig- 
ing, which marked the definite triumph 
of the British. It was not, however, 
unt.. July 1907 that. Lord Selborne 
issued a mannesto upon the subject. 
The legislative assembly © in Cape 
‘own unanimously passed’ a vote in 
favor of the commencement of nego- 
tiations for the federation, and in the 
following yeir the movement — had 
taken such definite form that dele- 
gates representing the colonies met at 
Durban and drafted a constitution for 
final submission to the different par- 
Haments. , 

The unionist movement in South 

Africa was characterized, by fcatures 
which have fo parallel in) Canadian 
or Australian history. The Union has 
been accomplished seven years after‘ 
a protracted war between the English 
land the Dutch, and by ‘the joint ef- 
forts of the rival leaders, whose minds 
have been ripened and broadened. by 
the -bitter experience of division. 

As in Canada, so in South Africa, 
the whole weight of the Imperial of- 
ficials was thrown into the scale of 
Union, and when the history of the 
movement comes to. be written, no 
small measure -of ‘credit will belong 
to a band of enthusiastic young Eng- 
lishmen who set themselves to think 
out the problems connected with the 
political union of the country and to 
influence and shape public opinion on 
the question.

LOTS OF FREEDOM 


Honor Conferred on Him by 
-London was Accepted Quite 
Literally 


GAVE SOME PLAIN TALK 


Said That England Should Have 
a Strong Government in 
Egypt or Get Out 


london, May 31—Theodore Roose; 
velt.was.today.presented with the free- 
dom, of the City ef London and ac- 
Feepted the honor with a literalism that 
led him into‘a freedom of speech that 
created a sensation in old Guild Hall. 

As the former head of a country 
that once paid tribute to Great Brit- 
ain, Roosevelt gave the . Motherland 
some bold advice as to her duty to- 
wards her, most troublesome indepen- 
dency in Africa. 

“Tt was,” he said, “either right or not 
right for Great Britain to be in Egypt 
and establish order there. It it was 


not right she should get out. Mr 
Roosevelt eulogized British rule in 
Uganda and ithe Soudan, Ele also 


declared that Great Britain lad given 
Keypt the best government that coua- 
try had had in 2,000 years, but in cer- 
tain vital points it had erred. Ile 
siid that sentimentality might. cause 
more harm than violence and. injus- 
tice.” : 
“Sentimentality,” he added, “is the 
most broken reed upon which right- 
cousness can lean.”

Day When City Will Produce 
Gas for Domestic Use 


Commissioner Bouillon has prepar- 
ed his report on the advisability of 
turning the. present gas — producer 
plant into.a steam plant, as suggested 
Commission- 
er Bouillon —thitiks’ that it would be 
far better to have the present. gas 
producer plant repaired and a new 
gas producer plant installed by» the 
Allis-Chalmers Company. 

The report is as follows: 

“T have investigated the matter of 
the gas engine? and producer outfit 
at the power plant and as, a result 
of my inyestigation 1 recommend 
that the ‘gas engine be’ repaired ‘and 
that a contract ‘be entered into with 
the Allis-Chalmers: Company for such 
repairs ang for new producer plant 
of their own design, the plant as a 
whole to be gilaranteed by ‘them in 
accordance with” ‘their. proposition 
submitted by Supt. McNaughton with 
his letter to’you under date of the 
sth ultimo, © 

“My above. recommendation — is 
based upon a general analysis of the 
earning power of the gas plant com- 
pared, to that of such a steam plant 
as would be obtained by converting 
the gas plant into a'steam plant along 
“the lines suggested in Supt. Mce- 
Naughton’s letter above referred to, 
Such analysis shows that the average 
saving in the operation of the gas 
plant for’ a¢period of twenty years 
(which is the term of the debentures 
issued and which I estimate as the 
probable life Olfcither plant), would be 
more than ay a to-cover the cost 
of-a-duplicate WAS: Gngine which vould 
be installed as;$oon as the margin of 
reserve in the steam plant, after the 
gas plant is again in operation, be- 
comes too narrow for a reliable fac- 
tor of safety 

“Probably the next addition to the 
power plant, after, the gas plant Js 
again in service, would be low. pres- 
sure turbines to. be operated on the 
exhaust line from the present steam 
engines. ‘Th’s, 1 believe, would be 
the most advantageous addition as the 
next step with a view to the continu- 
ous operation of the, steam plant now 
in service. The installation of low 
pressure turbines would give the 
steam plant the benefit of power now 
generated in the boilers but) only 
partly used by the engines and thence 
wasted, and this additional power can 
be turned -into output in a consider- 
able proportions through low. pres- 
sure turbines without much additional 
cost in maintenance and operation, 
and no additional cost in fuel. There 
will be ample time, however, for con- 
sideration of such additional machin- 
ery after the gas plant is again put 
im service. 

“There is, in my judgment, no ques- 
tion as to the earning efficiency of a 
gas plant as compared to that of a 
steam plant, and having in mind that 
the city of Mdmonton will, at an early 
date, become a remunerative mark 
for a gas distribution plant ,for.do- 
mestic uses, the gas engines in use 
at the time that such plent is in- 
stalled for public service can thence- 
forth be supplied’ from the central 
source at a cost probably somewhat 
less than the producer supply now 
outlined; provided that the gas plant 


is erected and operated by the city 
in’ conjunction with the other public 
utilities. 

“In the reconstruction of the pre- 
sent gas power plant I advise that 
the present producer plant be not de- 
molished and destroyed as was con- 
templated, but that the said producer 
plant be left in its present state with 
a view to altering it and increasing 
its capacityfor use in conjunction 
with the ne plant or for source of 
supply for future gas. engine, such 
work to be undertaken by the power 
plant organization and to be carried 
on to the best advantage in conjunc- 
tion with operation. 

“T. believe that. in following: the 
programme ,above’ outlined the best 
possible results under the existing 
‘conditions and following the circum- 
stances of their creating will be ob- 
tained upons the most economical 
basis. 1 believe, further, that. these 
results will ‘be satisfactory from the 
standpoint. of the investment as well 
as from that of future operation.”

A reader writes to enquire when 
the G. T. P. will be running Deiw 


Edmonton and the coast. Plea 
something easy. No one dooks 


the completion of the line earlier than 
the end of 1912. But that should not 
be an impossibility. The track has 
been laid to the Macleod 
miles west of Edmonton, and ts ex- 
pected to proceed to the Yellowhead 
a distance of more than 200 miles, by 
the end of the present season. By 
August Ist, one hundred miles will ve 
laid from Prince Rupert east, accord- 
ing to a recent statement of Mr. 
Chamberlin’s, while Hazleton svill 
be reached in September and -Alder- 
mere, 235 miles from Prince Rupert; 
early in 1911. This means that a 
year from now more than half the 
line from Edmonton to the coast 
should be completed, with consider- 
able work done on the balance. 


While we do-not like .to call in 
question, the standing of the engineer- 
ing expert of the Journal, who has no 
hesitation in pronouncing impractic- 
able the scheme to make the waterway 
from Edmonton to Winnipeg navig- 
able, it is worthwhile noting that 
Captain Bellefeuille, who has traversed 
the whole distance, has stated to the 
Winnipeg Telegram that there is 
no reason in the world why it shouid 
not de carried our. The distance is 
2000 miles and, according to him, 
there are no imsurmouniable obstacles 
in the way.

| THE WHEAT SITUATION 


Thompson, Sons & Company, grain 
commnission merchants, Winnipeg, 
write “under date’ of May 25: 


The bearish feeling in the wheat 
markets mentioned in our last week's 
review, depend during the past week 
into a very depressed condition of 
trade, and as one day after another 
passed, there has been recorded a con- 
tinuous sharp decline in prices in 
probably every market in the world 
Day after day European cables came 
lower, Liverpool- having lost equal to 
3c to 434c per bushel on the week. 
In the American markets the naturally 
declining tendency has been aggrav- 
ated by very aggressive short selling 
for future delivery on the part of 
many traders who have taken the bear 
side of the market in speculative trad- 
ing. These traders have raided the 
markets most unmercifully, and their 
action has forced prices probably 
much lower than they would have 
gone, in so short a time at least. They 
have perverted the market machinery 
of the Grain Exchanges to put money 
in their own pockets, regardless oi 
any other interests but that of 
cumulating money for themselves. In 
trade parlance ‘this action in the ma-- 
kets is called adjusting prices to cons 
ditions. Our idea of it is that it is 
more like the action of a band of 
nervy footpads who, at some risk to 
themselves, force the rest of the worid 
through the agency of organized fac- 
ilities for general utility and advan- 
tage, to stand and be robbed. We 
write this because we do not con- 
sider that there is at the present time 
a world’s situation in breadstuffs 
which calls for such a drastic decline 
in prices of wheat as has been forced. 
There is. no doubt that. sunplies of 
wheat and flour visible and invisible 
are-ample. to meet all the require- 
ments for the present and for some 
time tocome. But none of these sup- 
plies are more than ordinary. .While 
at the present there is much talk of 
dull trade and smaii demand, the con- 
sumption of wheat in the shape of 
its different products is going on day 
by day at a probably considerably in- 
creased rate than ever before It was. 
a matter of astonishment.in the clos- 
ing months of 1909 how the milling 
trade kept going at full capacity weels 
after week as never was known be- 
fore. The world in its milling and’ 
flour trade is feeling today the rez 
action of that over busy. time last 
fall, And the out-turn of a large Rus- 
sian crop of wheat, with large supplies 
from most other countries, combined 
with optimistic prospects for the 1910 
crop in the northern hemisphere, have 
benumbed the continuation of demand 
for actual wheat and flour. If «this 
year's crops in the northern hemis- 
phere were already secured in as ‘large 
a yield as can be forecasted at this 
date, present prices might be fair to 
all interested But the crops are not 
grown yet, far less secured,and in spite 
of all the sources of observation and 
information, and the ability and ex- 
perience off expert professional estim- 
ators of present condition of growing 
crops, and probable ultimate results, 
it is impossible to determine confid- 
ently within many millions of bush- 
els what the yields will aggregate. 
Therefore, there is not yet any de- 
cided definite reason why the level of 
prices should be greatly lowered at the 
present time. In our last week’s re- 
view we stated that rain over the 
spring wheat country of North Amer- 
ica had come just in time to prevent 
the markets taking a bullish turn. 
During the past week there have been 
further showers, but these have now 
given place to settled looking weath- 
er, and it continues, cool for the time 
of the year, so that for all of the early 
opening up of the season, vegetation 
is not any further advanced than in an 
ordinary year. On turning our’ con- 
sideration to the amount of moisture 
that has fallen over the spring wheat 
country in the last twelve days we 
are rather disappointed to-find it is 
very small on the average. Some dis- 
tricts had fair rains, and in some dis- 
tricts there were nice falls of snow, 
but many others had only moderate 
rains, and others practically none. 
from our meteorological reports we 
estimate the average precipitation at 
less than one inch of water over the 
whole country, and this is all the av- 
ailable mosture since August last. 
Had the subsoil contained the usual 
reserve of moisture, the recent rains 


ac- 


would. have probably been all that 


would be needed at present, but the 
‘dryness underneath requires copious 
supplics from above in order that 
vegetation. may stand summer heat 
when it comes and benefit by it. On 
the surface all is green and fresh 
after recent showers, but it is color 
and not growth that is seen. The 
Northwest may still develop a dry 
year in which case there would be 
sure to be an advance in American 
prices with its influence on world's 
prices :
